The  Birth-rate  is  approximately  the  some  as  that  fcr 
the  County  cf  Pembroke,  but  the  Death-rate  is  appreciably 
lower.  cf  the  total  deaths  were  cf  persons  over  the 

age  cf  70  years,  and  27m  of  the  total  were  over  80  years 
cf  age.  Diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulation  were  the 
cause  cf  28.87  of  the  deaths.,  while  127  were  due  to  cancel 

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  is  considerably  lower, 
but  still  slightly  above  the  rate  fcr  the  whole  country. 
There  were  three  deaths  cf  infants  under  one  year  of  age, 
two  due  to  prematurity,  and  one  to  brcnch-pneumcnia  in  a 
child  born  with  a congenital  defect  cf  the  heart.

Four  of  the  cases  of  pneumonia  were  admitted  to  the 
Meyrick  Hospital,  and  were  thought  to  he  cases  of  virus 
pneumonia.  They  made  a good  recovery.  The  case  of 
Poliomyelitis  was  admitted  to  the  West  Wales  Isolation 
Hospital,  Tumble. 

TUBERCULOSIS 


Five  cases  of  Respiratory  Tuberculosis  were  notified, 
three  of  which  were  admitted  to  Hospital  during  the  year. 
One  case  previously  notified  was  also  admitted. 

Two  cases  of  non-respirat ory  Tuberculosis  were  also 
notified,  one  of  which  was  admitted  to  Hospital.  The  milk 
supply  v/as  investigated  in  these  two  cases,  both  by  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory,  and  the  Animal  Health  Division 
of  the  Monistry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  with  negative 
results  in  both  instances. 

There  was  no  Mass  Radiography  carried  cut  during  the 
year;  but  it  is  anticipated  that  the  Mass  Radiography  Unit 
will  visit  the  County  in  the  Autumn  of  1954*

Sewage  disposal  plants 
in  the  various  housing  sites  were  maintained  hy  the  empty- 
ing of  sludge,  and  functioned  satisfactorily. 

PUBLIC  CLEARS  IITG 

Toe  Council  does  net  collect  refuse,  except  hy  provid- 
ing hins  for  tins  and  bottles  in  all  the  villages.  These 
are  emptied  and  cleaned  cut  regularly,  hut  many  complaints 
are  still  received  because  householders  persist  in  filling 
them  with  refuse  which  could  he  burned,  thereby  making  more 
frequent  emptying  a necessity.' 


HOUSIHC- 


During  1953,  twelve  more  council  houses  were  completed, 
six  each  in  Bcsherston  and  St.Twynnels. 
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CAMPING  SITES 


Eight  sites  were  licenced  fcr  camping  in  1.953,  and 
these  were  all  kept  in  reasonably  good  order.  Although 
many  complaints  are  received,  they  are  on  the  grounds  of 
amenity  rather  than  public  health. 

There  is  a moderate  amount  of  scattered  camping  fcr 
short  periods,  which  does  not  necessitate  any  official 

action.
